Fire Thursday afternoon threatened

BUILDINGS BURN 
NEAR TANEYTOWN 


Fire Sweeps 
Grounds of Noah 
Selby, Leaving Only A 
Woodpile. 


Fire Thursday afternoon threatened 
the ham let of Katysville, consisting 
of about eight homes, situated in C ar­ 
roll county, a q uarter of a mile from 
Taneytown, along the Uniontown road, 
with entire destruction. As it was, 
the residence of

barns and several outbuildings were 
burned to the ground. 
The loss will 
be in the neighborhood of $5,000. 
The fire started in a barn belong­ 
ing to Jam es Hawk at about 2.80 
o'clock and spread to the adjoining 
barn on Mr. Selby’s property. 
From 
there it waB communicated to out­ 
buildings and finally the Selby house 
began to blaze. 
Neighbors carried 
out the furniture on the first floor, 
but everything else 
went

in 
smoke. 
A quantity of electrical sup­ 
plies belonging to Mr. Selby’s son, 
Raymond Selby, who is 
an electri­ 
cian, were also consumed.

was left on the Selby lot, when the 
flames were finally extinguished, but 
a half cord of wood.

His residence was a tw’o-story fram e 
structure. 
Owing to the dryness and 
heat, the buildings all of lumber w’ere 
extremely inflammable and the flames
